Secretary's Report: Miles moved and Gloria seconded a motion to approve the secretary's report as 
published. Motion carried. 

Treasurer's Report: Craig reviewed the treasurer's report, which was also presented at the annual 
meeting. Craig spoke about the Crown Bible Study, which is a Christian stewardship study that ties 
directly to personal finances of members. Ed Broestl moved and Sally Meier seconded a motion to 
approve the treasurer's report. Motion carried. 

Old Business: 

1. Staff retreat - Ed Broestl briefly reviewed the outline for the council and staff retreat J an. 
22-23. A list of what to bring will be sent in advance by e-mail. 

2. 30 th Anniversary - Ed Smith met with Finance and Stewardship about a fund drive in 
connection with the anniversary. Goal is to raise $30,000 in connection with this event to be 
contributed to a new church. 

3. Constitution Committee - Miles Olson distributed the final report from the committee which 
had the charge of investigating the possibility of an affiliation with CORE. Miles invited 
council members to ask questions or see him privately with concerns. The committee advises 
the church to move slowly and deliberately as it makes decisions about FCLC's affiliation with 
any national church body. Craig Chaney recommended getting outside legal advice from a 
specialist in the area of non-profit status for churches if the church decides to become 
independent of the ELCA. Pastor Dan said we are in a time of discernment as we await 
developments in the formation of a new national church, if that occurs. CORE may take the 
form of a new national church AND a fellowship for those churches that don't want to leave 
the ELCA. Ed moved and Craig seconded a motion that the council through our president send 
a note to the constitution committee to thank them for their work and request continued 
prayer for our congregation and our discernment with this matter. Motion carried.
